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1. BEGIN SUMMARY. KIRK DID NOT SPECIFICALLY MENTION 

ANZUS IN HIS REFERENCED SPEECH. WHICH WAS BILLED AS A CONTINUATION 
OF REMARKS MADE AT LAST YEAR'S CONFERENCE IN WHICH HE DID 
MENTION ANZUS. IN OUR VIEW THE SIGNIFICANCE, IF ANY, IS 
THAT HIS REFERENCE ONLY TO A SERIES OF ARRANGEMENTS ALLOWED 
KIRK TO ALLUDE TO GNZ'S SOMEWHAT UNPOPULAR CONTINUED 
MEMBERSHIP IN SEATO WITHOUT ACTUALLY NAMING THE ORGANI- 
ZATION. END SUMMARY. 

2. IN HIS SPEECH TO THE RSA CONVENTION IN 1973 KIRK 
SPECIFICALLY MENTIONED ANZUS AS FOLLOWS: QUOTE THE 
ANZUS TREATY PROVIDES THAT THE UNITED STATES AND AUSTRALIA 
WOULD SUPPORT US IF NEW ZEALAND WERE EVER DIRECTLY 
ATTACKED. BUT IN OTHER EVENTUALITIES WE HAVE TO STAND 

ON OUR OWN TWO FEET; AND THAT IS WHAT THE NIXON DOCTRINE 
IS ALL ABOUT. END QUOTE. 
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3. KIRK BEGAN THIS YEAR'S SPEECH BY SAYING THAT QUOTE 
TODAY I WANT TO CONTINUE THE REMARKS I MADE AT THE 
LAST CONFERENCE IN WHICH THE RELATIONSHIP OF DEFENCE 
POLICIES TO OVERALL FOREIGN POLICIES WERE DISCUSSED IN 
THE LIGHT OF THE SOUTH EAST ASIAN AND ASIAN REGIONS. 

END QUOTE. THE PORTION OF THIS YEAR'S SPEECH CONCERNING 
DEFENCE ARRANGEMENTS FOLLOWS: QUOTE WE HAVE BEEN 
SUCCESSFUL IN WELDING TOGETHER DEFENCE AND FOREIGN POLICIES 
IN A WAY THAT ENSURES THAT IN PEACE THE DEFENCE FORCES OF 
THIS COUNTRY COOPERATE WITH AND SUPPORT AND STRENGTHEN AND 
EXPAND THE VALUE OF THOSE THINGS WE ATTEMPT TO DO THROUGH 
FOREIGN POLICY. WE HAVE STRENGTHENED AND DEVELOPED OUR 
ASSOCIATION WITH COUNTRIES IN SOUTH EAST ASIA AND THE PACIFIC, 
WE HAVE BUILT UP OUR DEFENCE COOPERATION WITH MANY OF THOSE 
COUNTRIES BY MEANS OF MUTUAL TRAINING ASSISTANCE, BY ATTACH- 
MENTS AND BY JOINT EXERCISES. THAT DEFENCE RELATIONSHIP 
PROVIDES A USEFUL ILLUSTRATION OF WHAT I WANT TO SAY. 

IN SOUTH-EAST ASIA AND THE PACIFIC WE HAVE A CLEARCUT 
SERIES OF DEFENCE ARRANGEMENTS PROVIDING FOR EXCHANGES. 

FOR TRAINING AND FOR SUPPORT SUCH AS WE HAVE IN THE ARRANGE- 
MENTS WITH MALAYSIA AND SINGAPORE. ON THE OTHER HAND WE 
HAVE HAD A MORE DIFFUSE BUT NONETHELESS ABIDING SENSE OF 
DEFENCE COMMITMENT WITH OUR OLD COMMONWEALTH FRIENDS AND 
THE UNITED STATES; AND THROUGH THEM WITH THE WESTERN 
ALLIANCE IN GENERAL. POST-WAR CONSIDERATIONS AND THE COLD 
WAR ASSOCIATED NEW ZEALAND VERY CLOSELY WITH THE UNITED 
STATES. END QUOTE. 

4. ALTHOUGH ANZUS WAS NOT SPECIFICALLY MENTIONED AND THE 
ARRANGEMENT WITH MALAYSIA AND SINGAPORE (ANZUK) WAS GIVEN AS 
AN EXAMPLE, WE DO NOT SEE THIS AS HAVING SIGNIFICANCE, 

ONE WAY OR ANOTHER, AS FAR AS ANZUS IS CONCERNED. REFERNCE 
TO ANZUK SET THE STAGE FOR KIRK S STRONG CALL LATER IN THE 
SPEECH (REFTEL B) FOR BRITAIN TO REMAIN IN ANZUK. ALSO, 

BY MERELY REFERRING TO NEW ZEALAND'S CLEARCUT SERIES OF 
DEFENCE ARRANGEMENTS IT ALSO ALLOWED HIM TO ALLUDE TO 
GNZ’S UNPOPULAR MEMBERSHIP (AT LEAST IN SOME CIRCLES) IN 
SEATO. 
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
